amended to enable. the Government. to put 
Into operation the scheme for developing the 
Ae a first step 
the Government has made it possible for mine 
, workers to obtain funds at low rates, by asking 
* the Japan Credit Mobilier to factlitate the 
advance of funds at a low rate af Interest to 
gold and silver mines. To arrange matters the 
bank has orgavised.a committees to investignte: 
the condition of the mines. When application 
is made’ for the assistance ‘of the bank, the 


Management of the mine, the. quality of the 
ore produced, and nther matters, and advances 
at a low rate of interest will be made if the 
committee thinks fit. With an advance of 
capital the mine come under the strict supervi- 
sion ofthe Committee until ihe debt: is repaid, 
Interest charged is not to exceed § per ‘cent. 
. per annum, and the principal is to be repaid in 
annual instalment over a perind not exceeding |. 
ten years. The gold and silver produced will 
be purchased by the Bank of Japan alter 


One or two gold mine concerns have already 
made application to ‘benefit, by this scheme, 
which, when in fall operation, is estimated to 


increase the value of the anaual production of |: 


gold and silver by Ys,000,000, The annual 
value of gold and silver bullion flowing to the |, 
Bank and Japan is then expected to reach some 
Y15,009,000 perannum, in addition tothe-hule 
lion now being collected by the Bank i in the 
interior of Jipan, Formosa, and Korea by 
monns of funds advanced at nominal interest, 
When the war began last year, the Govern- 
ment became convinced of the necessity of |’ 
placing the financial administration on 
stronger basis, The increase in the production 
of gold. and silver was considered of first im- 
portance, and Government fo't no time in mak- 
The leading mining ex: 
perts opportunely memorinlised the Govern: 
ment on the same matter’ In this memorial it 
was pointed out that the Empire was favoured 
with many promising sold and silver mines, 
which, however, owing to Inck of capital, were 
still worked by the most primitive methods, 
making it impossible to fully develop their re- 
fources. The experia represented that the. 
quality of the ore, etc. in there mines should 
"be examined without delay, and means adopted 


to help mine owners warthy of assistance, by |: 


which the increase of the output would be 
greatly ericouraged, The memorinlists explain: 
ed that from old timas' mining in Japan was 
regarded as the most hazardous of business 
enterprises, Miners were generally looked 
down upon as yamashi (speculators). - Bans 
ers and other capitalists kept away, from 
this class of business men, with the result 
that most of the mines in the Empire 
continued in a primitive state, the mine 
owners became involved in debr, having raised 
loans at high interest.
